OF.METEOROLOGICAL REPORTS. 

” ‘Pho following are the details. of Fathor 
Dechevrens' schenie as contained in a letter

co-operation: of the merchant vesaols of 


them. will be kept a Tegintor of all observa- 
tions ‘taken at fixed hours during each 
voyage without any interruption, even on 
Sundays’ when the ship is in the port. 
These observations will. b taken according 
to a common plan, to be agrosd upon with

the Directors of the: Observatory. The 

will bo made as far as possible after eac 
watch by the officer relieved. Thore will 
consequently be six in each 24 hours, and 
they will-be equally distant from each other. 
They will include the Barometor, the Ther- 
mometor, wet and dry,’ the direction and 
force of the wind (0.12), the quanti of 
rain fallen, in short, the condition .o! the 
atmosphere and of the sea, As soon as the 
weather becomta threatening, and the force 
of the wind attains the ‘figure five or six, 
observations should. be taken as far as por 
sible evory hour or even’ more frequently: » 
Written in the first instance ina register, 
which will remain on board, the observations 
will be transcribed on the sheets prepared 
for the purpose, and ‘will be, after the 
arrival of the véssel-in Shanghai, transmit- 
ted: to the Observatory. In the event of a 
severe storni—-typhoon, for instanco—the 
Captain would.be requested, should ho not

With’ observations ‘taken on board the 
ships many: facts, 
point of view, may readily ‘be studied ;" but 
such observations made at movable stations 
necessarily call, for observations taken at 
fixed stations, An understanding must bo

‘A recent occurrence will, we all hope, 
help to bring to an end an unfair preference, 
against which every ‘trader in this place has 
protested without avail so far. 

“You know that according to Treaty, Pek- 
ing is not place of trade open td foreign- 
ers, and all foreign traders and storekoepers 
have been kept out of the'city, except one 
minister-lesa man, who for some. occult 
reason has managed to keop clear of the 
ban. - Of course the foreign hotel or hotels, 
do not count, as the establishment of a good 
inn or. two for the. accommodation of 


travellers or occasional residents -was con-- 


sidered to be necéssary. 

A day or two ogo, a long line of cargo 
boats, freighted with 160 tons of coal, and 
much foreign ‘merchandise of all kinds that 
belonged to. the favored one person referred 
to, had to stop ata river toll house, by 
official orders. Strict examination was made, 
and the foreign owner was subjected to the 
indignity of inquiry and search. ‘The result 
was in end satisfactory to him, and if 
the Chinese expected to find contraband 
cargo they must have been disappointed. 
Probably some false information yea been 
given, and it is quite possible that the injur- 
ed man may have good grounds for aheavy 
claim on the native taxing officers. Some 
changes of boats were made, and in the end 
the convoy went on to Peking in charge of 
the innocent owner. 

- Against this excellent’ person’s business 
there is nothing to say, except that it is 
hard that other \and equally deserving 
foreigners are not, allowed to participate in 
the snug and gainful trade. It is likely, 
however, that some gentle ‘remonstrances 
will reach the foreign ministers, who.may 
now think fit to claim the operation of the 
faycured nation cliuse, As it is, one 
foreigner, and only one, and he an untépre- 
sented man, can, when he pleases, take large 
quantities of foreign goods from Tientain to 
eking, on which goods he will not have to 
pay one copper cash for Jekin, or gate tolls, 
or barrier dues, or any other imposts what- 
ever. In fact, we-are all shut “out from a 
prosperous trdde that’ is enj 
man only, é 
Aa the privilege referred tois given freely 
to one person, itis time to ask for a teason- 
ublé revision of the special clause, and prob- 
ably as prejudices, in some respects, have 
been wenthered, the Ohinese might now be 
disposed to allow foreign traders to carry 
on directly, or by agency, through transit 
passes, business affairs in Peking ot some, 
agreed conditions. The extension of our 
liberty in.this regard would certainly bene- 
fit the Chinese revenue. " 

No doubt the. Chinese have reason for 
dreading the- transit: pass- system, and con- 
aular passes 28 well. and some of the 
‘narrations concerning. these documents-and 
the uses madg of them ore both anusin; 
and discreditable, ‘In ono case an offici 
pass for 20 packages waa stretched out so ai 
to carry over 150, The Chinese Government 
has no doubt suffered much wrong, but can 
have its remedy, by saffering ‘examination, 
and applying the. rod of confiscation and de- 

rtation in case Of ‘irregularity or false 

eclaration. No respectable foreigner re- 
sents reasonable examination, but somehow 
the rogues in 99 cases out of 100 carry on 
sninggling or irregular trade withont any 
risk whatever, -:
